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At  .the  present  time  there  are  70  completed  sources,  totaling  over 
60,  000  file  sheets  in  the  Indochina  file.  The  revised  bibliography  of 
sources  selected  for  processing  and  assigned  a number  in  the  file  now 
includes  sources  numbered  through  158.  An  enumeration  and  brief 
summary  of  the  contents  of  sources  completed  since  the  annual  re- 
port of  1952,  or  now  in  process,  will  be  found  in  Enclosure  A,  to- 
gether with  an  indication  of  the  stage  of  processing  of  each.  The 
following  figures  summarize  the  status  of  work  in  process:  13  sources 
(totaling  some  1,  8CG  pages)  are  to  be  translated,  12  sources  (4,  000 
pages)  are  now  being  translated,  5 sources  (1,  000  pages)  are  in  the 
editing  stage,  8 sources  (500  pages)  are  to  be  typed  or  being  typed, 

14  sources  (2,  500  pages)  are  in  some  phase  of  analysis,  and  the 
remaining  36  sources  (3,  500  pages)  are  ready  for  printing.  The 
revised  Indochina  bibliography  now  represents  a total  of  more  than 
21,  000  book  pages. 


2.  The  material  in  the  Indochina  file  is  organized  according  to  the  political 
and/ or  cultural  divisions  of  that  region  formerly  known  as  French 
Indochina,  i.  e.,  within  the  larger  Indochina  file  will  be  found  files 
on  the  Vietnamese,  Cambodians,  Laotians,  and  Cham,  with  material 
on  the  so-called  Hill  peoples  also,  to  be  filed  under  their  tribal  n nics, 
e,  g.  , Moi;  Rhade,  Mu’ong,  etc. 


The  literature  on  the  Vietnamese  has  now  been  covered  quite  exten- 
sively and  intensively.  Basic  sources  on  history,  geography,  agri- 
culture, economic  development,  political  and  social  organization 
(including  French  rule  and  influence),  religion,  popular  customs 
and  beliefs,  and  art  and  architecture  are  either  now  in  the  file  or 
in  process.  The  standard  studies  of  Vietnam  and  the  Vietnamese 
have  been  supplemented  by  a large  selection  of  articles,  mainly 
from  French  periodicals. 


The  coverage  of  literature  on  the  Cambodians,  Laotians,  and  Cham 
is  less  extensive  at  the  present  time.  There  is  far  less  literature 
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to  begin  with,  and  much  of  it  is  of  doubtful  quality.  However,  the 
basic  sources  on  the  history  of  these  peoples,  and  descriptions  of 
their  countries  and  ways  of  life  are  now  in  process.  Much  additional 
information  will  have  to  be  gleaned  from  scattered  French  periodical 
literature, 

3.  By  the  summer  of  1952,  enough  sources  had  been  processed  to  begin 
work  on  preliminary  category  summaries  of  the  Vietnamese  material. 
Approximately  one-fourth  of  the  categories  were  studied  and  sum- 
maries of  the  information  contained  in  them  were  written  up  in  rough 
draft  form.  Time  has  not  permitted  the  completion  of  this  task,  nor 
even  the  refinement  of  the  summaries  now  written  up  in  tentative 
form.  However,  enough  work  was  done  to  enable  us  to  discover 
specific  gaps  in  the  coverage  of  certain  important  categories  such 

as  mineral  resources,  industry,  transportation  and  communication, 
etc,  A special  effort  was  made  to  remedy  these  gaps  insofar  as 
possible.  For  example,  two  recent  books  in  French,  one  on  rail- 
roads (152:  Tran-van-Trai*),  and  one  on  coastal  shipping  (153: 
Labrusse*),  have  been  added  to  the  bibliography.  For  the  most 
part,  however,  the  coverage  of  these  topics  in  Western  language 
sources  is  far  from  satisfactory.  It  now  appears  that  there  are  im- 
portant data  available  in  Japanese  sources  at  Yale,  Michigan,  Stan- 
ford and  Washington.  An  attempt  will  be  made  to  translate  these 
selectively  to  compensate  for  the  deficiencies  in  French  and  English 
sources. 

Further  bibliographical  work  and  translation  of  sources  on  Vietnam 
will  be  primarily  to  supply  data  either  not  now  covered  at  all,  or 
inadequately  covered,  in  the  various  categories. 

4.  Additional  bibliographical  work  is  being  done  on  the  other  areas  of 
Indochina,  Cambodia  and  Laos,  as  well  as  on  the  various  ethnic  and 
cultural  minorities  in  Indochina.  Sources  are  being  selected  on  the 
basis  of  a tentative  list  of  some  350  items. 

5.  In  December  1952  a further  step  was  taken  in  HRAF's  long  range 
program  to  develop  files  of  basic  information  on  the  peoples  and 
areas  of  Southeast  Asia.  A Thai  file  was  organized  and  the  processing 
of  materials  begun,  A preliminary  Thai  bibliography  will  be  found 

in  Enclosure  B.  Half  of  these  titles  are  translations  from  Siamese 
which  were  done  for  HRAF  in  Bangkok.  The  selection  and  translation 


♦See  Enclosure  A 
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of  Siamese  work  in  Bangkok  is  being  carried  on  simultaneously  with 
the  selection  of  Western  language  materials.  A tentative  working 
bibliography  of  some  200  sources,  mainly  in  English,  has  been 
compiled  for  this  work  in  the  United  States. 

The  file  will  include  material  on  Thailand  and  the  Siamese,  and 
material  on  non-Siamese  tribal  Thai  living  in  mainland  Southeast  Asia 
and  in  the  southern  provinces  of  China.  Two  large  Thai  groups  are 
not  included  in  this  file,  partly  because  of  political  and  geographic 
factors:  the  Laotians  and  the  Shan.  Material  on  the  Laotians  is 
included  within  the  Indochina  file,  while  material  on  the  Shan  will 
be  included  in  the  future  file  on  Burma. 

Several  graduate  students  from  Cornell  and  Yale  are  now  doing  field 
work  in  Thailand,  and  the  results  of  their  work  will  be  made  available 
to  HRAF.
